AN INDIAN ARSENAL. 

Ow Two Thoni»n« Arrowhead. Fonn€ 
Buried U»4.r > •tone. 

Among the collections of Indian 
relics owned in thus state probably 
the finest, with one exception, is 
owned by Herbert South mayd>, who 
lives on the II add am Quarter road, 
in the town of Durham, saya the 
Chester (Conn.) correspondent of the 
Hartford Courant. A large part of 
them were found by Mr. Southuia-dy 
himself, as he is a confirmed relio 
hunter and knows many of the caves 
and camping grounds used by the 
tribes of this state. White flint, black 
flint, rose quartz, red and yellow jas- 
per, limestone and glass stone were 
the stones used in the manufacture 
of 3,000 arrowheads varying from 
the size of a thumb nail to tho9e near- 
ly as large as a hand. His axes inolude 
the fine-edged, highly-polished tool 
to the rough, unfinished specimens. 
He has 30 of these, one of which 
weighs seven pounds, w hile the small- 
est turns the scales at 16 ounc- 

Of his 11 pestles the longest meas- 
ures It J inches in length. Gouges 
used by the Indians in working 
the inside of logs which they had 
first charred, in making their cane 
number 20. There are ten, five ipi 
mens of adze and 12 chisels. Of 
three pipes the one he values m 
highly is a short-stemmed, perf< 
bowled, and was found a few miles 
from his home. It loois much like 
common clay pipe of to-day, except- 
ing the color, which is that of red 
clay. The. breastplates are nmeh.ed 
arouud the edges, a notch f 
battle the wearer was engaged in. On 
one of them can be counted 
notches, denoting either a chieftain 
or one much given to fighting 

There are three war club heads, 
and a dozen hide strap era, used in 
cleaning the hides from which their 
clothing and tents were made. 
Among the most interesting speci- 
mens to the ordinary man and which 
cause a peculiar sensation as their 
use is explaiaed are the three soalp- 
ing knives. A string oi wampum was 
taken from a skeleton found ia Port- 
land. A red el ay kettle is absolutely 
perfect. A bene ornament found 
a cove is considered very valuable, as 
but few of them are in existence. The 
drills used for making the holes for 
the leather thongs in their moccaain* 
and skin eanoe show great skiU 
patience, a» they are nothing hut 
stones with which they tapered these 
from a,bout the size of a pencil down 
to a sharp point. Of these he has 15. 
• Brass arrowhead* and a quiver di- 
vide honors with iron tomahawks. 
During a rainstorm a year or two ago 
Walter Lane sought shelter under a 
shelving rock at North Guilford, and 
while stirring the ground up to a: 
certain what depth has been made 
by the decay of leaves he was sur- 
prised to find an arrowhead. Re- 
newed effort brought out 35 of them. 
Returning the next day with spade 
and sieve, he dug out 1,200 specimen, 
and from evidence* found it wa 
doubtless a spot where they were 
made and laid away against the time 
of need. Over 2,000 have been take] 
from that spot.
